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REPORT  OF  OSCAR  FOSS  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

A  library  is  a  place  for  research,  a  place  for  learning,  and  for  reading  for  enjoy- 
ment. The  Oscar  Foss  Memorial  Library  in  Center  Barnstead  is  no  exception  and 
the  statistics  prove  it.  Again  this  year,  circulation  and  patron  registration  in- 
creased. Almost  400  volumes  were  purchased  to  help  keep  up  with  the  demand. 
A  number  of  inter-library  loan  requests  were  handled  and  as  always  our  patrons' 
needs  were  the  Library's  primary  concern. 

A  number  of  small  building  maintenance  jobs  were  performed  and  we  continue 
to  add  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  in  order  to  renovate  the  basement  area  and 
make  it  more  serviceable. 

As  part  of  the  Statewide  Development  Program  of  the  State  Library,  we  are 
required  to  review  and  revise  our  Library  Policy  every  five  years.  This  was  done 
this  year  and  we  have  met  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Library  Standards  at  an 
Associate  Level. 

This  year  the  Oscar  Foss  Memorial  Library  also  proved  that  the  Library  is  even 
more  than  a  place  for  research,  learning  and  reading.  Two  very  successful  arts 
and  crafts  exhibits  were  on  display  at  the  Library;  one  in  the  Spring  and  one  in  the 
Fall.  A  numberof  very  talented  local  people  brought  in  their  handiwork  and  we  saw 
everything  from  Stained  Glass  to  Ukrainian  Easter  Eggs.  We  were  very  pleased 
to  enhance  the  decor  in  the  Library  with  all  of  these  beautiful  items  and  hope  to 
continue  this  idea.  Taking  the  arts  and  crafts  one  step  further,  Sally  Cook, 
Assistant  Librarian,  organized  two  classes  that  were  taught  at  the  Library  in  the 
Fall.  One  was  Basket-weaving  and  the  other  was  Pierced  and  Cut  Suncatchers. 
Again,  this  was  so  successful  that  both  classes  had  to  be  extended  to  two  classes 
each. 

Last,  but  not  least,  in  the  Library's  "extra"  activities  was  a  wonderful  summer 
program.  Many,  many  young  people  participated  in  either  the  Reading  Program 
or  Story  Hours.  The  last  Story  Hour  had  a  record  crowd  attend  a  performance  of 
the  Little  Red  Wagon's,  "Caravan".  At  the  end  of  the  program,  those  children  who 
participated  in  the  Reading  Program  received  their  awards  and  every  child  in  the 
crowd  received  a  helium-filled  balloon  from  a  very  colorful  clown. 

Our  staff  at  the  Library  consists  of  Susan  Conrad,  Head  Librarian;  Sally  Cook, 
Assistant  Librarian;  Mary  Thorne,  part-time  and  Barbara  Knowles,  a  very  dedi- 
cated volunteer.

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1986  and  June  1987,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than  normal. 
The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children,  fires  kindled  without 
written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  debris  buring.  All  causes  are 
preventable,  but  only  with  vour  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of  State 
Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however, 
your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  tax  law 
may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  or  Concord  Forest  Protection 
Headquarters  at  (603)  271-2217. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  payment 
starting  April  1 ,  1 986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact  all 
forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectment  for  timber  tax  forms.

We  have  stated  before,  the  Commission  accepts  well  ordered  growth  but  not 
at  the  expense  of  a  polluted  environment.  There  is  evidence  that  population  over 
which  we  have  no  local  control  is  having  effect  on  our  maples  and  other  trees.  So 
we  should  back  any  effort  by  any  agency  to  do  anything  to  put  an  end  to  this 
calamity. 

Plans  are  made  to  improve  the  road  in  to  the  Town  Beach  on  Upper  Suncook 
this  year  and  clean  up  unsightly  debris  from  the  lumber  operation.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BARNSTEAD  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  calendar  year  1987,  the  Barnstead  Planning  Board  approved  19 
separate  subdivisions  of  land,  which  created  66  new  building  lots. 

Because  of  an  increased  number  of  applications  the  Board  now  holds  regularly 
scheduled  meetings  on  the  first  and  third  Thursdays  of  every  month  and  a  work 
meeting  is  usually  scheduled  on  the  Wednesday  following  the  third  Thursday.  All 
meetings  are  open  to  the  public,  and  all  meeting  minutes  are  on  file  in  the 
Selectmen's  office.  A  separate  file  for  "findings"  is  also  posted  and  maintained 
according  to  law. 

At  the  present  time  the  Planning  Board  is  engaged  in  updating  the  subdivisions 
and  reflect  any  State  regulations  which  may  apply.  The  job  of  reviewing  the 
subdivision  regulations  has  been  contracted  to  a  natural  resource  consulting  firm 
known  as  lEP,  Inc.,  for  the  sum  of  $2,000.00. 

In  the  up  coming  months  the  Planning  Board  will  continue  the  process  of 
reviewing  and  updating  with  regard  to  the  Master  Plan,  Zoning  Regulations,  and 
the  Site  Plan  review  process.  Updating  the  Master  Plan  will  be  done  in  coopera- 
tion with  Lakes  Region  Planning  commission  and  will  require  matching  funds  from 
the  Town. 

In  1987  the  Board  welcomed  new  members  Floyd  Carson  and  Francesca 
Dupee.  Because  of  Francesca's  knowledge  and  background  in  the  field  of  State 
Planning,  the  Barnstead  Planning  Board  has  become  much  more  in  tune  with 
State  laws  and  regulations. 

David  Murley  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Board  created  when  Fred 
Goodrich  resigned.  David  has  a  thorough  knowledge  of  fire  protection,  and  has 
provided  a  great  deal  of  insight  on  this  subject  whenever  a  new  subdivision  comes 
before  the  Board. 

Martin  Wilson  was  appointed  as  an  alternate  member,  and  because  he  is  a  Civil 
Engineer,  has  been  able  to  aid  the  Board  repeatedly  in  reviewing  subdivision 
applications. 

In  summary,  the  Barnstead  Planning  Board  is  strong,  determined,  and  very 
diversified.  With  the  cooperation  and  indulgence  of  the  citizens  of  Barnstead,  the 
Planning  Board  can  insure  that  the  rigors  and  stress  of  growth  can  be  dealt  with 
in  a  legally  defensible  and  professionally  appropriate  manner.

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BUILDING  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 
1987 

There  were  204  Building  Permits  issued  in  1987.  1 12  of  these  were  for  new 
homes.  Out  of  the  1 1 2,  twenty  of  these  permits  have  had  no  action.  Some  of  these 
may  become  active  as  the  permit  at  tfie  present  time  is  valid  for  one  year. 

New  homes  alone  have  added  approximately  7.75  million  dollars  to  the  worth 
of  Barnstead. 

There  were  3  permits  issued  for  mobile  homes  which  are  not  included  in  the 
above  data. 

One  permit  was  taken  for  a  commercial  business  which  is  complete  and 
operating.  A  permit  taken  for  a  commercial  business  had  no  action  (taken  Feb. 
4,  1987).  Another  was  taken  for  a  Church  in  So.  Barnstead  which  is  still  under 
construction.

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STATE  REPRESENTATIVE'S  REPORT

The  1987  Legislature  concluded  deliberations  on  proposed  bills  of  legislation 
in  May  of  1987.  A  complete  sigh  of  relief  was  of  a  temporary  nature  for  some 
Representatives,  due  to  the  re-referral  of  bills  to  subcommittees  and  to  be  studied 
for  presentation  prior  to  the  1988  regular  session. 

Municipal  and  County  Government  Committee  of  which  I  am  a  member, 
received  1 2  bills  for  interim  study  assigned  to  delegated  subcommittees  assigned 
to  a  committee  to  study  5  of  the  bills,  and  as  sub  committee  chairman  on  3  of  the 
bills,  our  work  did  not  terminate  until  the  latter  half  of  October  1988. 

This  process  allows  a  more  in  depth  study  of  the  proposed  legislation,  with 
added  input  from  interested  parties,  with  the  option  of  the  sub  committees  to 
acquire  information  from  sources  generating  more  conclusive  input  to  the  issue. 

It  was  the  jubilant  experience  of  my  assigned  sub  committee  to  have  had  1 
piece  of  proposed  legislative  action  under  study,  resolved  in  a  very  amicable 
manner,  with  positive  satisfaction  to  all  concerned  parties.  This  was  accom- 
plished by  an  extended  time  frame  to  the  concerned  parties,  and  the  consensus 
of  a  more  common  sense  approach  to  be  exercised  on  their  behalf  because  the 
committee  placed  paramount  emphasis  on  the  legislation  at  the  first  hearing. 

An  unbiased  response  has  been  made  on  my  behalf,  to  address  issues 
presented  to  me,  from  many  New  Hampshire  residents.  Belknap  District  7  is 
designated  as  my  District  of  Representation  primarily  the  Town  of  Barnstead, 
however  it  has  been  determined  that  every  proposed  legislative  issue  becomes 
a  shared  responsibility  of  each  and  every  elected  Representative  to  the  General 
Court. 

Attendance  in  Committee,  Sub  Committee,  and  the  General  Assembly  docu- 
ments 1 00%  on  my  behalf,  and  in  the  striving  effort  to  accomplish  this  it  has  been 
my  ultimate  goal  to  document  common  sense  responsive  representation  of  the 
same  value  to  my  constituents  of  District  7,  as  well  as  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

I  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be  a  pleasure  to  offer  responsive  representa- 
tion to  you.
